REMARKS 



The claims have been amended to correct grammatical 
errors. Claim 1 has also been amended to more particularly define 
the subject matter of the invention to include the limitation of 
"the mutually related objects that relate to an application into a 
combined transport entity to allow transmission consistency of said 
objects . " Independent claims 4, 5, 6, 7, and 10-11 have been 
amended in a similar manner. 

The prior art, as read by the Applicants, fails to teach, 
%y show or suggest mutually related objects that all belong to a 
00 particular application are combined into a transport entity to 
H allow transmission consistency of the objects, as defined in 
fy Applicants 1 independent claims.
